Langsdale, Martindale, from the head to 
the tail of the republican party in this state, 
deciare that itis the only way to carry In- 
diana for Grant in 1880 agairf&t the demo- 
cratic candidate, be he Tilden, Bayard or 
Beymour. They say that the negro here is 
a dead winner, because the negro is a “dead 
repeater.’ Rightthere. He repeats early 
and often, and the d—lof it is you can’t 
catch him. How many negro voters will it 
take to wrest the state from the democrats” 
Not less than seven thousand five hundred. 
Atleast one-half ofthese will bring their fam- 
ilies; so not less than twenty thousand negro 
men, women and children will have to be 
brought into the state. There is but three 
months left to do this workin. The state 
will vote in October, and it requires a bona- 
lide residence in the state six months to be- 
come a voter. Of course, many of these 
negroes can be brought into the state after 
the first of next March and be sworn in by 
good, pious republicans at the polls; but, 
then, that is a little “What 
are the democrats going to do about it?’ 
i989 @ natural and  oft-asked question. 
They themselves don’t know. Some think 
that filling the state with a worthless lot 
of trifling the republi- 
cans more liarm than good; that it will re- 
act against them; that black labor will com- 
pete with white labor, and that the poor, 
hard working white republican will kick 
and vote the democratic ticket. There are 
a few republicans in the state who share in 
this opinion. The nsunily level headed 
editor of the Indianapolis News, Mr. Holli- 
day, comes back at Langsdale,of Greencastle, 
lor being taken to task in expressing such 
an opinion, in the following: 


“It is no opinion of ours. Ceovernor Hen- 
dricks a few weeks ago charged that the re- 
publieans were attem pting to colonize negro 
voters in this state for the purpose of carry- 
ing it. This ery bas been taken up by dem- 
ocrats everywhere. We cdo not believe 
there is any foundation for it; it seems to» 
absurd, but none the less is it believed. 
And none the less will it work in their fa- 
vor if it is believed. here is an overwhelm- 
lng prejudice against the negro in this state, 
and it is not confined to any one party. It 
is deep-seated in the minds of the people, 
and the infamous black laws are still a part 
of our constitution. Now, let the idea once 
become tixed that negroes are being brought 
into this state to vete and to displace jabor,

It was the general 
opinion of us all that all the white laboring 
men in the state, especially the white young 
men, would vote solidly against the negro 
party.

MR. VOORHEES BOOMS FOR HENDRICKS. 

From Interview in Cincinnati Enquirer. 

“What is the outlook for democratic suc- 
cess in 1880 as seen from your point of 
view 7" 

“I see nothing whatever discouraging. 
Democratic success is insured by carryirg 
New York and: Indiana. To carry New 
York, we havesimply to present a man who 
will harmonize the party. This certainly 
ought not be difficult to do. The division 
of the party in New York LTOWS OUL of 
phrely personal feeling. There is no prin 
ciple of politics in the feud between Mr. 
Tilden and Mr. Kelly. For that reason any 
good man not identitied with their personal 
qoarrels will receive the support of the New 
York democracy. This will give us the 
state by at least forty thousand majority.” 

“Who, in your opinion, can best secure 
to the democracy the electoral votes of New 
York and Indiana next year?’ 

“Mr. Hendricks undoubtedly. He has 
been severely criticised for saying that he 
would not be a candidate for vice-president, 
and by some it is claimed that bis declara- 
tion to this effect may or will provoke the 
hostility of Mr. Tilden and his especial 
triends. It is claimed by some that Mr. 
Tilden’s followers in New York would give 
Mr. Hendricks but a cold support in the 
event of bis nomination for the presidency. 
because of his refusal to run for vice-presi- 
dent. In this I think they are mistaken, 
There is no justice at all in censuring a man 
lor declining to be a candidate for any of- 
lice. This he has a perfect right to do, and 
it does not follow that he therefore lays 
any presumptious claim toany other office. 
{ think the great body of the democracy of 
New York will view the course of Mr. 
Hendricks and the democracy of Indiana 
in @ fair and just light. The democracy of 
this state and its leader, Mr. Hendricks, 
bave not acted in an illiberal or selfish spir- 
it toward the democracy of New York or 
the country generally. New York has taken 
the lead—the first piace on the ticket—four 
times in succession. We have followed and 
fought under her leadership each time as 
best we could. In 1876 we presented our 
favorite at St. Louis for the nomination for 
the tirst place. We failed to get it, and for 
a little while felt very sore, as men do on 
such oceasions. Mr. Hendricks was tele- 
graphed to and urged in every way by his 


ardent friends not to sccept the second 
place on the ticket, he having aspired 
to the first. In & most generous 


and unselfish spirit, the spirit which he has 
always manifested for his party, he waived 
his personal inclinations and made the race. 
I know that the position of vice-president 
would be disagreeable to him. The duties 
of the position are the furthest possible 
from his tastes. He is a man of great men- 
tal activity, and nothing could be a greater 
punishment to him than to lead the inact- 
ive and unimportant life of a vice-presi- 
dent.” 

“You think, therefore, that having sacri- 
ficed his own wishes once on that subject, 
he has aright to give notice in advance 
that he will not do so again?”’ 

“IT think so, and that his having taken 
that course ought not and will not alienate 
any portion of the New York democracy 
from his support however much they may 
be attached to Mr. Tilden. I can, there- 
fore, see no reason why Mr. Hendricks 
should not unite the vote of the democratic 
party of New York... It has been demon- 
strated that Mr. Tilden can not. It seems 
utterly useless to talk of Tilden’s nomina- 
tion in 1880, 

“| de not stop to discuss the causes which

Senator Chandler's death Jeft a 
vacancy in the representation of Michigan 
in the senate which has been filled by the 
appointment of ex-Governor Baldwin. Be- 
fore the recent state elections were held, a 
lively session of congress was anticipated,

The committee on 
banking and curreney has been instructed 
to investigate the management of the re- 
ceivers of the Ocean national bank, of New 
York, and the German national bank, of 
Chicago. The select committee, of which 
Hendrick B. Wright is chairman, will re- 
port at the next session upon the causes 
which led to the recent depres- 
sion of the labor market. Se- 
lect committees of the house have 
under consideration the causes of introduc- 
tion and best means to prevent the spread 
of epidemic diseases in the United States; 
the state of the law respecting a:certain- 
ment and declaration of result of presiden- 
tial elections; and the ventilation of the 
hall of the house. The committeeon ex- 
penditures in the state department will 
continue the inyestigation of the case of 
George E. Seward, minister to China, who 
is accused of all sorts’of fraudulent dealing 
in his office. The committee on foreign 
affairs may begin another investigation of 
the La Abra and Weil Mexican claim, in 
which Wm..M. Evarts recently made such 
remarkable decisions... The committee- on 
rales of the house will report a new code of 
rules for the parliamentary guidance of 
that body. The committee on agriculture 
will investigate the causes of pleuro-pneu- 
monia among cattle. Senator Davis expects 
to report the results of his investigation 
into the reports, books and accounts of the 
treasury department at the next session of 
congress. ‘The committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the affairs at the Freedman’s bank 
has been at work all summer, and will be 
ready toreport soon after congress meets, 
The select committee of the senate, of 
which Mr. Wallace is chairman; has con- 
cluded its investigation of alleged frauds in 
the congressional election of 1878. 
A reporton thesubject anay be expected 
svon after congress meets. The removal of 
the northern Cheyenne Indians, with the 
outrages attendant thereupon, has been in- 
vestigated by a select committee of the 
senate this summer, anda report will be 
made on the subject early next month. 
There were 3,134 bills and 120 joint resolu- 
tions introduced at the last session of con- 
eress. Of this number 2,407 bills were in- 
troduced in the house, and 727 in the sen- 
ate. Of the house bills 952 were in relation 
to public business, and the others were 
of a private nature. 

In the senate, 514 public and 413 private 
bills were introduced. Nine bills relating 
to the finances were introduced in the sen- 
ate. The most important of these were bills 
providing for free coinage; authorizing the 
payment of custom duties in legal-tender 
notes; authorizing John Sherman to issue 
$10,000,000 of four percents for the pay- 
ment of arrearages of pensions; to recoin 
trade dollars into standard silver dollars; 
for interchange of subsidiary silver coins 
and United States notes, and to authorize 
taxation of United States legal-tender notes. 
Seventy-four bills relating to the coinage 
and currency were introduced in the house. 
Some of them contain propositions of the 
most alarming character. Mr. De La Matyr,

also proposed to issue $1,000,000, 000 in green- 
backs to carry on internal improvements, 
thereby relieving distress among the work- 
ing people. Bills have been introduced for 
the following purposes: Requiring national 
banks to keep on hand ten per cent. of 
amount of notes issued them by the treasu- 
ry in coin; to abolish|national banks; to re- 
peal national tax on deposits in savings 
banks; to coin silver dollars and fractions 
thereof upon the metric system; to con- 
vert gold now in the treasury, or which 
may hereafter be received by it, into silver, 
and to authorize the issue of certificates 
therefor; to"prohibit funding of bonds paya- 
ble in treasury notes into coin bonds; 
to substitute legal tenders for national 
bank notes; authorizing the issue 
of $500,000,000 of United States notes, with 
which coin shall be perehen’ to redeem 
eoin bonds; to provide for unlimited and 
iree coinage o! silver; directing the secre- 
tarv of the treasury to make all bonds here- 
after sold payable, principal and interest, 
in gold , silver, or legal tender rotes; di- 
recting the secretary of the treasury to pay 
out silver without diserimination; direcung 
the issue of S800.000,000 in greenbacks, to 
be paid out as congress shall hereafter ‘di- 
rect. to issue $8,000,000 in fractional cur- 
rency: to make the trade dollar a legal ten- 
der: to issue silver coin certilicates; to pre- 
vent the reduction of national currency by 
fraudulently withdrawing legai tender notes 
from circulation : directing the coinage of 4.- 
ooo OO8 silver dollars per mouth, instead of 
2 000,000; requiring naUonal bank reserves 
to be kept in gold and silver coin; prohibit- 
ing hoarding of money in the treasury, and 
to prohibit the increase of the public debt;
